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How  to  Destroy  Insects  in  Orchards. 

I'ai'RK  hkai>  ukkork  Nova  Scotia  Fki'it  (inowKKs  Assckiation. 

From  obntM'vation  aiul  past  cxpftricnou  I  fiixl  tlic  in«ect  cneruien 
on  th«j  increase.  Their  name  is  Icj^ion  and  tli«'y  call  for  carneht 
vigilnnirri  on  the  part  of  tho  fruit  grower.  In  tiiiH  lirief  article  I 
wish  to  direct  attention  to  tiu!  seven  following  insects  which  prey 
upon  the  orchard 

(yANKKR  Worm  proves  very  destructive  to  the  foliage.  The 
moth  appears  both  in  spring  and  autumn  The  females  being  wing- 
less, are  obliged  to  crawl  up  the  stems,  on  which  the  eggs  are 
deposited.  The  larva— which  is  ash  colored  or  dusky  brown- 
appears  the  first  of  June.  Tiie  most  eflectual  way  of  checking  the 
ravages  of  this  insect  consists  in  fastening  a  band  of  coarse  cloth 
covered  with  printers'  ink  around  the  trunk  of  the  tree.  The  ink 
must  be  renewed  every  two  or  three  days,  as  the  <Iead  bodies  soon 
form  a  bridge  across  whico  t  lie  other.s  could  p  iss.  Paris  green  and 
London  purple,  (iisolved  in  water,  one  part  tif  the  poison  to  seven 
hundrnd  of  water,  applied  with  a  force  pump  or  syringe,  the  moft 
eflTectual  rwmedy.     If  used  too  strong  the  folia;.(e  will  bo  destroyed. 

Afi'LK  Tkkk  (^ATKKriLi.AK  (or Jii/HiP  8  mofh  which  layn  the.  fr/tfn) 
is  another  very  common  and  destructive  pest.  The  eggs  arc  laid  in 
rings  on  the  young  wood  in  the  latter  part  of  July,  each  ring  con- 
taining about  two  hundred  eggs.  Tlie  first  warm  days  of  spring 
they  hatch,  even  before  the  buds  burst,  and  I  have  had  thousands 
of  them  which  I  had  intended  burning,  but  had  neglected  to  remove, 
hatch  in  my  pocket.  This  caterpil'ar,  when  full  grown,  is  about 
two  inches  long,  of  a  yellowish  green  color,  with  one  dorsal  and  two 
lateral  pale  yellow  stripes  and  a  blueish  head.  In  the  latter  part 
of  Juno  it  weaves  a  brown  cocoon  on  the  fences  or  buildings  and  in 
about  ten  days  a  large  reddish  grey  moth  comes  forth  to  again  lay 
its  eggs.  When  not  feeding,  the  worms  cluster  in  large  bunches 
along  the  trunk  and  larger  branches  of  the  tree,  when  they  may  be 
easily  killed. 

The  Tknt  Catkri'ILLAH  is  somewhat  similar  to  the  above.  These 
weave  a  white  web  or  tent  over  themselves  as  they  go,  and  strip  a 
branch  clean,  but  leave  the  tent  behind  them.  Hand  picking  or 
the  torch,  is  the  easiest  mode  of  destroying  them. 

Another  insect  pest  is  the  Black  (Caterpillar  (for  want  of  a 
b«tter  name.)  Tke  eggs  are  deposited  about  midsunmier  on  the 
young  branches  and  the  caterpillars  hatch  the  following  May. 
They  f«ed  voraciously  on  the  foliage  for  six  or  seven  weeks,  often 
completely  stripping  the  tree.  They  are  about  two  inches  long  and 
as  large  as  a  lead  pencil,  when  full  grown.  Several  feed  on  one 
leaf,  and  can  be  easily  removed  by  picking  off  the  leaf.  With  the 
least  jar  or  touch  they  throw  the  head  and  tail  up  ;  evein  lie  in  that 
position  when  not  feeding. 

The  Api'LK  Worm  (Carpocan'm  pomovelUi)  is  produced  by  a 
small  gr<y  winged  moth,  commonly  known  as  the  codling  moth, 
which  appears  in  June  and  lays  its  eggs  in  the  blossom  end  of  the 
fruit.     The  little  grub  soon  hatches  and  eats  its  way  into,  and  soon 
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spoils  th«i  fruit,  cauHing  it  to  fall  pn'maturcly.  Ah  hoou  an,  or  often 
bi'fure  it  falls,  the  worm  eHuapca  either  into  the  ground  or  under 
the  rough  bark  of  the  tree,  unltms  trufn  are  sft  for  its  capture.  It 
lieH  in  the  cocoon  from  Heveii  to  ten  dayti,  and  comes  forth  a  moth 
again.     Thus  three  crops  are  produced  in  a  single  season. 

HOW  TO  DKSTFtOY    THKM  :- 

Ist.  — Kncourage  the  black  cap  titmouse  and  hairy  woodpecker, 
which  destroy  the  insect  in  the  papA  state. 

'2nd.--[iight  small  bonHres  in  the  orchard  on  dark  nights, 
which  will  attract  and  (bistroy  the  moth. 

3rd  --Tick  up  wormy  fruit  as  .^^oon  as  it  falls  and  feed  the 
hogs,  if  they  cannot  be  allowed  to  run  in  the  orchard. 

4th. — Strips  of  woolen  cloth  tied  aiound  the  trunk  of  the  tree, 
and  occasionally  taken  otf  and  examined,  or,  \vli;it  \  hivve  found  on 
excellent  plan  is,  lay  two  old  barrel  staves  (these  for  economy) 
clo.se  tr);;ether  -the  dcjser  tlu'  better -and  fasten  them  with  a 
couple  of  screws  to  the  trunk  of  the  tree  The  worni^  will  crawl 
in  between,  where  they  will  be  found  generally  in  a  tranHformation 
state  By  examining  the  staveb  once  a  fortnight,  removing  the 
worms,  and  returning  the  trap  to  its  position  on  the  tree,  this 
troublesome  pest  can  be  nearly  gotten  rid  of  in  one  season. 

Hauk  fjOtrsK  or  muxspl  .vair  is  occasionally  troublesome,  but 
can  be  exterminated  by  scraping  the  old  bark  ort'  and  burning  it. 
An  excellent  wash  is  made  by  dissolving  two  lbs.  of  potash  in  six 
or  eight  (juarts  of  water,  which  may  be  applied  with  a  mop  about 
the  latter  part  of  May,  or  first  of  June.  Large  sums  have  been 
paid  for  this  simple  recipe. 

The  Ai'i'LK  Thkb;  Hohkr  is  a  Heshy,  white  grub,  the  larva  of  a 
brown  and  white  striped  beetle,  which  deposits  its  eggs  during; 
June  and  July  in  the  collar  and  along  the  trunk  of  the  tree  The 
eg^s  soon  hatch  and  the  worms  remain  just  under  the  surface  of 
the  bark  until  they  are  strong  enough  to  bore  into  tl;e  wood  of  the 
tree.  Fastening  up  the  entrance  hole  with  a  plug  of  hard  wood  is 
said  to  be  a  sure  remedy.  Lime  and  ashes  piled  around  the  base 
of  the  tree  is  a  preventive,  and  the  wash  recommended  above  for 
the  bark  louse  may  also  be  used  with  advantage. 

By  contrasting  fruit— in  the  one  case  fair  and  smooth,  in  the 
other  gnarled  and  wormy  —one  is  amply  repaid  for  the  labor  re- 
quired to  produce  handsome,  perfect  fruit.

To  Prepare  Ground  for  an  Orchard- 
John  Manwaring  writes  to  the  Williamelte  Fartncv  he  has  had 
twenty-Hve  years'  experience  in  orchard  planting,  and  has  best 
succeeded  when  this  method  of  preparing  the  ground  has  been 
adopted:— Set  stakes  whatever  distance  apart  trees  are  to  be 
planted  (say  thirty-three  to  forty  feet,  Coiup  )  and  plow  in  ridges, 
harrow  thoroughly,  and  let  %iy  a  few  days.     Then  throw  it  up  in 
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ridges  cross- ways,  the  same  distanoe  apart  as  at  first,  and  harrow 
as  before.  Now  plow  again,  throwing  ridge  right  on  top  of  the 
first,  till  the  dead  furrow  at  one  rod  from  the  ridge  is  about  eighteen 
inches  deep.  Harrow  again  thoroughly  till  mellow  and  fine.  Now 
apply  manure,  which  has  previously  been  prepared,  spread  evenly 
over  all  tlie  ground,  and  plow  again,  throwing  furrows  back  into 
last  dead  furrow,  this  is  the  place  where  the  trees  are  to  be  set. 
Harrow  as  before,  and  repeat  plowing  cross- ways.  You  will  now 
have  a  soil  to  set  your  trees  in.  Some  may  say  this  is  too  much 
trouble  ;  but  I  will  ensure  them  a  good  orchard,  if  they  will  follow 
this  plan.  No  man  ever  succeeded  unless  he  had  depth  of  soil  to 
set  his  trees  in,  and  he  ought  not  to  attempt  an  orchard  without 
having  the  ground  plowed,  at  lea.st,  two  years  before  setting  out 
the  trees. 


Bi'viNC  Trkes. — Orders  should  have  been  sent  to  the  nurseries 
before  this.  Better  to  defer  planting  until  another  year  than  to 
purchase  from  the  glib-tongued  tree  pedlers,  who  will  furnish  only 
th'j  refuse  of  nurseries,  impartially  nan  ed.  Order  direct  from  the 
nurseries  (or  from  authorized  ufjetitx,  hitf  not  tree  pedlers — Comp). 

Nursery  trees,  when  long  on  the  rocad,  often  dry  and  the  bark 
becomes  shrivelled.  Bury  such  trees  in  sandy  soil,  root  and  branch, 
in  a  few  days  they  will  become  plump. — American.  Aijricidturid  for 
March. 


oiZE  OK  Treks  — The  American  Aijricultnriat  says  : — In  select- 
ing trees  for  planting  the  largest  is  not  always  the  best.  Medium 
sized  trees  are  lifted  with  better  roots,  are  easily  handled,  are  less 
liable  to  injury  from  transportation,  start  quicker  and  grow  faster 
than  large  old  trees,  which  have  wider  spread  roots,  which  are 
certain  to  be  severely  abridged  in  lifting.  I'he  top  must  then  be 
pruned  severely  to  correspond  with  the  destruction  of  the  roots. 
So  there  is  nothing  gained  in  the  way  of  size  Two-yearold  trees 
of  the  apple,  pear,  pUun,  and  cherry,  and  one-year-old  of  the  peach, 
are  the  best  sizes,  and  of  these,  stocky,  low-branched  specimens 
will  be  found  to  give  the  most  satisfaction.

EXPLANATIONS   OF   SIGNALS. 

Made  on  !\fain  Signal  Staff  at  Citadel  Hill,  when  Vessels  are  seen  from 
the  Citadel  or  reported  from  Campcrdowi  Signal  Station. 

The  approach  of  all  vessels  is  reported  fioin  the  Lookout  Station  at 
Camperdown  to  the  Sign  il  Station  at  the  Citaflel,  a  man  being  on 
watcli  at  cither  place  d;\y  and  night.  The.se  sraiious  are  conneeied  by 
a  Military  Telephone  line,  and  as  the  Citadel  Station  is  connected  to 
the  Civil  EX(.j,ange,  inform  ition  tegardingany  vessel  can  at  any  hour 
be  ohtaii)ed      subscribers  on  the  Civil  Exchange. 

As  soon  as  a  vessel  is  perceived  by  the  man  on  watch  at  Camper- 
down,  he  at  onco  reports  the  fact  to  the  Citadel,  stating  whether  she 
is  a  steamer  or  a  sailmg  vessel ;  if  the  former,  she  is  signalled  at  the 
Citadel  by  a  cro;s,  (signifying  unknown  steamer)  hoisted  at  the 
extremity  of  the  upper  yard,  on  the  east  side,  if  she  in  reported 
to  be  approaching  from  that  quarter,  on  the  west,  if  she  U  approaching 
from  the  other  direction.  This  first  report  is  usually  made  on  first 
sigliting  the  smoke  of  the  steamer  on  the  hori/,on  ;  as  she  gets  nearer, 
the  man  on  watch  observes  whether  .she  ij  a  first  class  (or  ocean  going) 
steamer,  or  a  second  class  t,or  coasting)  .^iteamer  ;  if  he  reports  her  as 
first  class,  the  cross  is  hauled  down  and  replaced  by  a  large  ball,  if 
second  class  liv  a  small  ball. 

As  soon  as  the  indcntity  of  the  steamer  is  ascertained  her  name  is 
reported,  and  if  she  is  a  mail  vessel  the  proper  mail  flag  is  hoisted 
half  wav  out  on  the  lower  yard,  wliile  the  house  fl.tg  of  her  owners  is 
hoisted  on  the  private  statl^'near  by. 

Sltould  the  vessel,  however,  be  reported  to  be  a  man  of  war,  or  one 
of  the  Dcniinion  Government  Vessels,  the  cross  will  be  lowered  from 
the  end  of  the  upper  yard,  and  a  ball  or  cross  will  be  hoisted  half  way 
out  on  the  upper  yard,  a  large  ball  dciioting  a  Flag  Ship  :  a  small  ball 
denot'ng  a  Cruiser  ;  and  a  nross  denoting  a  Gunboat,  or  Torpedo 
Catcher,  or  Torpedo  Boat,  or  else  a  Dominion  Vessel,  in  which  latter 
case  the  Dominion  Ensign  will  be  ho.sted  hi\lf  way  out  on  the  lower 
yard.  In  all  otl'cr  cases  the  National  Ensign  of  the  Country  lo  which 
the  Warshi))  belongs  will  be  hoisted  half  way  out  on  the  lower  yard. 
A  further  report  is  made  from  Campeidown  when  any  vessel  crosses 
the  line  between  Devil's  Island  and  (^hcbucto  Head,  and  on  this  report 
the  ball  or  cross  denoting  the  vessel,  ic  lowered  and  a  pennant  is  bent 
on  under  it,  riud  the  signal  is  rchoisted,  signifying  that  the  vessel  has 
cntert-d  the  Harbor. 

Il  is  thus  obvous  that  when  the  pennant  (in  the  case  of  a  steamer 
it  is  white  with  a  blue  ball)  is  seen  fljing  beneath  a  ball  or  cross,  it 
means  that : — The  vessel  signalled  has  entered  the  Harbor,  but  as  long 
as  the  ball,  or  cross  has  no  pennant  bel<>w  n,  the  vessel  is  stiJI  outside 
the  line  above  mentioned- 
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There  is  one  exception  to  this  rule,  namely,  in  the  case  of  a  Fleet 
entering  the  Harbor,  when  one  pennant  beneath  the  group  of  balls,  or 
crosses  representing  the  fleet  is  sufficient  to  denote  that  the  fleet  has 
entered.  For  Merchant  Steamers  and  Sailing  Vessels  each  ball  or 
cross  will  receive  its  distinctive  pennant  as  each  vessel  enters.  The 
distinctive  pennant  of  a  Troopship  is  a  white  flan:  with  two  blue  crosses, 

Sailing  Vessels  are  signalled  in  the  following  manner . — 

On  being  first  sighted  by  the  man  on  watch  at  Camperdov/n  he 
reports  whether  the  vessel  is  square  rigged,  (and  if  so  how  many  masts 
she  has)  or  fichooner  rigged.  If  she  is  square  rigged,  and  has  three 
masts  or  more,  she  is  signalled  at  the  Citadel  by  a  large  ball  on  the 
end  of  the  lower  yard,  If  she  is  square-rigged  and  has  only  two  ransts, 
a  small  ball  is  hoisted  ;  and  if  schooner  or  cuttp-  rigged,  a  cross  is 
hoisted. 

As  she  approaches  the  niouth  of  the  Harbor,  the  man  at  Camper- 
down  will  ascertain  her  rig  definitely  and  report  whether  she  is  a  Ship, 
or  Barqu"?,  or  Brig,  or  Brigantine,  and  when  she  crosses  the  line 
between  Devil's  I-land  and  Chebucto  Head,  he  will  report  the  fact  to 
the  men  at  the  Citadel,  who  will  haul  down  the  ball,  or  cross,  and  bend 
beneath  it  the  descriptive  pennant  and  rchoist. 

The  descrif^tive  pennants  for  the  various  rigs,  are  as  follows  : — 

Sliip,  blue ;  ^{arque,  blue  and  white  ;  Brig,  red  ;  Brigantine,  red 
and  white;  Schooner,  white  ;  Cutter  or  Sloop,  white  with  red  ball. 

As  in  the  case  of  Merchant  Steamers,  the  house  flag,  if  kept  at  the 
Station,  will  be  hoisted  on  the  private  staff,  when  the  vessels  identity 
is  known.  If  the  vessel  is  a  private  yacht,  a  blue  swallow-tail  burgee 
will  be  hoisted  on  the  private  staff.

Should  the  direct  Mail  from  England,  arrive  during  the  night,  a 
red  triangular  flag  is  hoisted  half-way  out  on  the  lower  vard  (east  side) 
from  7  a.  m.  to  9  a.  m. 

When  the  mail  from  England  is  reported  to  have  arrived  at 
Rimouski,  a  blue  flag  with  white  "  R  "  in  centre  is  hoisted  half-wny 
out  on  Inwer  yard  (west  side),  for  one  hour.  When  the  news  is  re- 
ceived during  the  night,  this  flag  will  be  flown  from  8  a   m.  to  9.  a.  m. 

It  will  be  noticed  ti.at  the  up])er  yard  is  reserved  for  steamers,  the 
outer  halliards  being  tor  merchant  steamers,  and  the  inner  for  nien- 
df  war. 

The  outer  halliards  of  the  lower  yard  arj  reserved  for  s  tiling  ves- 
sels, and  ilie  i.iner  halliards  for  mail  tings  and  national  ensigns  of  m.-n- 
of-war. 

Steamers  only  are  signalled  at  night  in  the  following  manner:  — 

A  steamer  approaching  from  the  west  will  bj  signalled  by  hoisting 
a  green  light  on  the  end  of  the  west  lower  yard  arm,  and  a  steamer 
apf)roaching  from  the  east  will  be  signalled  by  a  red  light  on  the  end 
of  the  eastern  yard  arm. 

If  two  steamers  are  approaching  from  the  east,  a  second  red  liglit 
will  be  hoisted  close  beneah  the  first  and  so  on,  one  :c(l  litjilit  for  each 
steamer  from  the  east,  and  one  green  liglic  for  each  steamer  from  the 
west. 

When  a  Steamer  enters  the  Harbor  (/.  <.,  passes  the  line  between 
Chebucto  Head  to  Devil's  Island)  a  white  light  will  be  hoisted  close 
beneath  the  colored  light  which   denotes   her   approach,    thus   cones- 
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ponuing  with  the  steniiuT  penuant  hoisted  by  day  beneath  the  ball 
when  a  steamer  enters  the  Harbor. 

When  two  Steamers  from  the  east  have  entered,  the  white  light 
will  he  hois'ed  elosc  beneath  the  two  red  lights,  but  if  one  steamer  has 
entered  at  d  the  other  is  still  outside,  the  white  light  will  be  hoisted 
bet.eaih  the  u])pcr  red  light  and  above  the  lower  ono  whieh  denotes  the 
npproaeh  of  the  second  steamer.  The  same  with  two  steamers  from 
the  west 

Night  signals  fur  Mail  Steamers,  and  Men-of-War  will  be  made  as 
imder,  the  vertical  internals  between  those  lights  being  12  feet.

— Dniiii,  with  {'one  undernenth,  tlie  apex  pointing'  downwnuis, 
indiciitos  fresli  to  lioiivy  ;,'iilc  is  expected,  ]>rol)ably  at  tirst  from  i\ 
easterly  iliriciion. 

IV.— Drum,  with  Cone  ahovc,  tlie  apox  pointinf,'  upwards,  indicates 
fresh  to  heavy  j^alc  is  expected, prohahly  at  first  from  a  westerly  direction. 

The  Cone,  when  hoisted  by  it.self,  indicates  that  it  is  expected  that 
the  wind  \»ill  olttuin  a  velocity  of  30  miles  an  hour,  hul  will  not  exceed 
40  miles;  and  it  is  not  intended  that  an  ordinary  well  found  vessel 
should  stay  in  port,  hut  simply  as  a  warnin<j  to  mariners  that  strong 
winds  are  expcctt'd  from  the  (juarter  indicated. 

The  Drum  will  always  bo  hoisted  when  the  velocity  of  the  wind  is 
expected  to  exceed  40  miles  an  htnir.

.sihly  take  care  of  itself,  though  such  cases  are  rare. 

The  fruit  j^rower  .slu)uld  have  an  ideal  in  hi.^  mind  of  what  he 
wants  as  to  si/e  and  shape,  if  he  has  thi.s  and  will  attend  to  the 
})runing  at  the  i)ioper  time,  there  need  be  little  cutting  of  large 
l)ranchcs,  to  '"ave  bad  wounds  or  bring  disease  and  decay.  A  tree 
idioidd  be  so  .■shaped  that  il  will  be  strong  enough  to  hold  up  its 
load  of  fruit,  compact  enough  to  withstand  severe  winds,  and  open 
enough  to  gi\e  a  healthy  growth  to  all  leaves  and  fruit.  A  great 
many  tsees  arc  neglected  tdl  their  lopo  are  so  thick,  and  the  growth 
so  tine,  that  large  healthy  fiuil.  is  an  impossibility.  A  certain 
amount  of  room  for  air  and  sunlight  is  rt(iniied  for  the  healthy 
development  of  everyti>iiig  that  grows,  l.aige  fruit  can  otdy  be 
produced  upon  trees  that  have  large  healthy  leaves,  and  where 
there  are  tliree  or  four  twigs,  or  leaves,  where  there  should  be  but 
one,  the  fruit  must  be  small, — Xtu-  Eixjlaiid  Vnniicr.

ECLIPSES,    ETC. 

In  the  year  1900  there  will  be  three  Eclipses— two  of  the  Sun  and 
one  of  the  Moon. 

I.  A  Tnlal  F.rUiMif  of  I  Zip.  Sun,  May  '28th  This  Eclipse  is  generally 
visible  in  Western  Europe,  in  Northern  Airica,  the  North  Allanlic 
and  Arctic  Oceans,  Greenland,  North  Ai:i9rica,  and  the  cxttome 
north  western  part  of  South  America.  The  paih  of  total  eclipse 
begins  in  Egypt,  and,  passing  over  the  Mediterranean  Sea,  crosses 
Spain  and  Portugal;  thence  across  the  Atlantic  it  enters  NoMli 
Americaat  Norfolk,  V\a  ,  and  bearing  to  ilie  south-west,  roaidies  liie 
(iulf  coast  near  New  Orleans ,  eontiniiing  its  course  across  the  (inif 
of  Mexico  and  Mexico,  it  encounters  the  Pticitic  Ocean  at  a  prdnt 
near  (-iipe  Corrientes  ;  visible  elsewhere  in  regions  mentioned  as  a 
partial  eclipse.  This  eel ip.^^e  begins  here  about  851  a.  ni.  Ends  at 
aboul  I  1.23  a.  m. 

II.  A  PditinI  Kriipse  nf  the  Moon,  JuneI2tli;  visible  here  bii 
(|nite  small  and  unimportant. 

III.  An  Annnlnr  /'Jrli/isr  of  /lie  Siiu,  November  21st;  not  visible 
here.  Visi'dc  to  Sumatra,  liornco,  and  some  oflier  East  Inrlia 
Ishinds,  Australia,  Southern  Africa,  and  portions  of  the  South  Atlantic 
and  Indian  Oceans. 

MORNING   AND    EVENING    STARS,    1900. 

The  Planet  Venus  ( 9  )  begins  ns  evening  star  and  continues  as  such 
until  July  8th  ;  then  morning  star  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Planet  Mars  ( 'Jj  )  is  evening  etar  until  -Fanuary  16th;  then 
mnrr.ing  star  the  rest  of  the  year. 

The  Planet  Jupiter  (2/)  will  he  ntorning  star  untill  May  27th,  then 
evening  star  till  l)eceud)er  14th,  itfier  which  he  is  morning  star  to 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Planet  Saturn  ( J?  )  is  morning  star  until  June  2nrd,  after  which 
it  is  evening  star  until  becember  29th,  and  then  morning  star  the  rest 
of  the  year. 

EXPLANATORY. 


Annular  Eclipse — An  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  in  which  its  whole  'l(»k  is 
covered  by  the  Moon,  except  a  bright  outer  ring. 

Aphelion — that  part  of  a  planet's  orhh  farthest  from  the  Sun. 

Perihelion — that  part  of  a  planet's  orbit  nearest  the  Sun. 

Elowjation — angular  distance  of  a  planet  from  tf/c  Hun,  as  seen  ff$9H 
the  P^ai-th. 

Penuiiihra — a  partial  shadow  resulting  from  the  diminished  light  of 
the  sun  to  the  earth  or  moon,  during  a  solar  or  lunar  eclipse,  appearing 
as  partial.

Nova  Scotia  Game  Laws. 

Gborob  Piers,  Secretary,  N.  S.  Game  Soc,  Halifax,  N.  S. 
The  Nova  Scotia  Game  Society  has  issued  an  abstract  of  the  game 
laws  of  the  Province.      Sportsmen  would  do  well  to  peruse  them  care- 
fully.    They  are  as  follows : 

MOOSE,    CARIBOU, 

Close  season  from  January  15th  to  October  1st. 

No  person  shaU  kill  more  than  two  moose  and  two  caribou. 

Meat  must  be  taken  out  within  ten  .ays  from  killing. — Penalty 
for  breach  of  foref^oinn;  provisions,  $.50  to  $200. 

No  person  shall  have  in  possession  any  green  hide  or  fresh  meat 
from  January  20ih  to  October  I  at. — Penalty  $25  to  $50. 

No  person  shall  set  any  snare  or  trap  fot  moose  or  caribou. — 
Penalty  $50  to  $100. 

No  person  shall  hunt  moose  or  caribou  with  dogs. — Penalty  $50  to 
$100. 

All  dogs  so  hunting  may  be  destroyed  by  any  person. 

Provision  protecting  cow  moose,  repealed. 

Any  person  bringing  moose-  or  caribou  m^at  to  Halifax,  or  any 
incorporated  town,  for  sale,  shall  bringr  neck  and  forelegs  and  keep 
them  exposed  till  all  meat  is  sold.  Penalty  •l.'iO.  Any  member  or 
agent  of  Game  Society,  game  commissioner,  police  officer  or  constable 
is  authorized  to  examine  or  mark  game,  and  resistance  to  him  is  a 
violation  of  the  law. 

Close  season  for  American  elk  or  red  deer  till  October  l8t,  1904. — 
Penalty  $50  to  $100. 

BIRDS.       -  f 

Partridge — Till  Oct.  1st,  1901,  no  parson  shall  hnut,  kill,  buy,  sell 
or  have  in  possession,  any  Partridge,  whether  killed  in  this  province 
or  elsewhere. — Penalty  $5  to  $10  for  each  offence. 

Woodcock,  Snipe,  Teal,  Blue-winged  Duck,  Wood  Duck. — Close 
season  March  bu  to  Sept.  1st,  save  in  Cape  Breton,  where  close  season 
for  all  birds  except  partridge  is  May  1st  to  September  1st. 

No  person  shall  kill  any  game  bird  except  blue-winged  duck,  bet- 
ween sunset  and  sunri.se.  No  person  shall  have  any  bird  in  possession 
in  close  season. 

No  snare,  trap  or  net  shall  be  used  for  any  game  bird,  at  any  time. 
Anv  person  may  destroy  any  snare,  etc.,  so  set  or  used 

i'enalty  for  breach  of  provision  as  to  birds  $5  to  $10  for  each  bird. 

Pheasants,  spruce  partridge,  &c. — Unlawful  to  hunt,  kill,  or  have 
in  possession,  pheasants,  spruce  partridge,  blackcock,  capercailzie  or 
sharp-tailed  grouse, — Penalty,  $5  for  each  spruce  partridije,  $25  for 
each  of  the  other  birds  Unlawful  to  have  in  possession,  buy  or  sell 
eggs,  or  injure  or  destroy  the  nests  of  any  native  birds. — Penalty  $5 
to  $10. 

RABBITS,   HARES. 

Close  season  from  Februavy  1st  to  October  1st. 
No  person  shall  have  them    in    possession   from   February    5th  to 
October  1st.    Penalty  $10  .       . 

BEAVER. 

No  nerson  shall  hunt  or  kill  any  beaver  until  after  the  Ist  day  of 
November,  A.  D.  1900. — Penalty  for  each  offt^nce,  $100,      .  , 

OTHER   FUR-BEARING   ANIMALS. 

Mink. — Close  se.\son  March  1st  to  November  Ist.  For  all  other 
fur-bearing  animals  from  April  Ist  to  November  1st.  The  following 
animals  are  not  protected,  viz  :  bear,  wolf,  loupcervier,  wildcat,  skunk, 
musquash,  raccoon,  fox.  woodchuck,  otter  and  weasel,  from  April  1st 
to  November  1st — Penalty,  $5.      Unlawful    to   hunt  any  of  the  fore- 

foing  animal&  with  dogs   between    1st    February   and   1st  October. — 
•enalty,  $30  to  $80. 
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No  perHon  not  domidled  itiNova^coiia  shall  hunt  without  a  license. 

License  fees  for  birds,  hares  and  rabbits,  $10  ;  all  other  ^ame,t30. 

Licenses  may  be  had  at  Provincial  Secretary's  office,  Halifax,  from 
all  Clerks  of  Countiei*  and  from  the  Agents  of  ^he  Game  Society  in 
various  parts  of  the  Province. 

License  fee  fur  officers.  Army  atid  Navy,  on  this  station,  $5.  Such 
officers  if  members  of  Game  Society,  are  not  required  to  take  any 
license. 

Penalty  for  hunting  without  license,  S50  to  $100,  in  addition  to  the 
license  fee. 

The  hunter,  guide  or  companion  of  any  such  person  hunting  with* 
out  license,  is  liable  to  same  nne  as  the  person  himself. 

NoTB — No  person  shall  sell  or  ex{K>se  tor  sale,  or  buy  any  animal 
or  bird  included  in  the  definition  of  game  until  after  the  lapse  ot  three 
days  from  the  end  of  any  close  season. — Penalty,  $25. 

Whenever  a  fine  is  imposed  by  the  game  laws,  the  person  fined  is 
liable  to  imprisonment  if  the  fine  is  not  paid ;  and  judgment  may  be 
recovered  in  the  county  courts  for  amount  of  tine  and  costs,  and  may 
be  recorded  so  as  to  bind  the  lands  of  the  defendant. 

When  he  is  imprisoned  ho  shall  remain  in  jail  one  day  (or  earh 
dollar  of  the  fine. 

All  the  penalties  for  having  game  unlawfully  in  possession,  apply 
whether  the  game  was  killed  in  Nova  Scotia  ox  eisewhere. 

N  B.— Officers  and  Agents  of  Game  Society,  any  Game  Com- 
missioner, Magistrate,  Detective,  Police  Officer  or  Constable  having 
reason  to  believe  any  game  illegally  taken  is  in  the  possession,  or  in 
or  on  the  person  or  property  of  any  person,  or  in  any  bai;,  basket,  box, 
waggon,  cart,  sleigh,  etc.,  shall  have  the  right,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  search  the  same,  and  to  seize  any  game  if  found.  Any  person  ob- 
structing such  officer  shall  be  liable  to  penalty  of  $25. 

CAPS   BRETON. 

Close  season  for  moose  and  caribou  in  Cape  Breton,  till  October 
Ist,  1899.— Penalty,  $200. 

EXPORT,  BIRi>S,  ETC. 

Unlawful  to  export  from  Canada,  deer,  wild  turkey,  quail,  part- 
ridge, prairie  fowl,  woodcock. 

FISH. 

Salmon. — Clote  season  from  August  15th  to  March  1st,  except 
that  salmon  may  be  fished  for  with  the  fly  alone  from  February  1st  to 
August  l!>th.  From  low  water  nearest  6  o'clock  p.  'n.  of  every  Satur- 
day, to  low  water  nearest  6  a.  m.  of  every  Monday,  no  one  shall  fish 
for  salmon  in  non-tiilal  waters.  Tn  non-tidal  waters  frequented  by 
salmon,  no  one  shall  fish  for  any  kind  of  fish  between  9  o'clock  p.  m. 
of  everv  Saturday  and  6  o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  following  Monday. 
Drifting  and  dipping  for  salmon  is  prohibited.  The  use  of  nets  and 
other  apparatus*  ts  confined  to  tidal  waters.  Close  season  in  Cape 
Breton  from  August  3 Ist  to  February  1st. 

Trout,  &c. — Unlawful  to  fish  lor  or  to  have  in  posiiession  any 
speckled  trout  {scdvelinus  fontinalis),  lake  trout  or  land  locked  salmon, 
between  1st  October  and  1st  April.  Unlawful  to  fish  for  tpout  by  any 
other  means  than  angling  with  hook  and  line,  or  to  fish  through  the 
ice.- -Penally  for  breach  of  foregoing  provisions,  $20  for  each  offence. 

Explosives — The  use  of  explosives  to  kill  any  kind  of  fish  is  pro- 
hibited under  a  penalty  of  $20. 

Bass. — Close  season,  from  1st  Marciito  Ist  October,  except  that  Bass 
may  be  fislied  for  at  all  times  by  angling  wiih  hook  and  Tine.  Bass 
should  not  be  fished  for  with  any  net  having  meshes  of  a  less  size  than 
6  inches,  extension  measure,  nor  by  means    of  seines.     Penalty  $20.

suspicion  ot  intention  to  export  the  same,  be  seized  by  any  othoer 
of  the  Customs,  and  if  such  intention  be  proved  shall  be  dealt 
with  as  for  breach  of  the  Customs  Laws,  provided,  that  this  sec 
tion,  shall  not  apply  to  the  export,  under  fJuch  regulations  as  are 
made  by  theCo/ernor  in  Council  of  any  carcasses  or  put  thereof 
of  any  (leer  raised  or  bred  by  any  person,  company  or  ass()ciath>n 
of  persons  upon  their  own  hands.

I'rdcss  the  reijfulations  be  complied  with  in  estry  respect  the  articles  will  be 
subject  to  payment  of  the  general  tariff  rates  of  duly  upon  iinp)rtations  int) 
Cinada. 
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It  is  deemed  advi8a))le  to  draw  the  attention  of  exporters  to  tiie  fact  tlii\t  tin 
CustoniH  laws  of  Canada  provide  severe  penalties  for  tlie  malting:  of  false  iiivoici  > 
and  Lertifleates  whereby  the  Customs  Revenue  shall  or  may  iie  dtfriuuled.  In 
sucli  cases,  the  goods  are  liable  to  forfeiture,  and  the  exporter  makltijj  siicli 
fraudulent  invoices  or  certificate,  as  well  as  the  importer  usiniif  then>,  is  subject  ti. 
heavy  pecuniary  penalties  in  addition  to  the  forfeiture  of  the  goods.  Kxportcis 
lire,  therefore,  advised  and  cautioned  to  use  every  care  in  furnishing  true  ainl 
correct  invoices  and  certificates  for  goods  shipped  to  Canada. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  following  requiremen's  of  the  Canadian  Ciiatoni> 
L^ws  :— 

1.  Every  invoice  of  goodj  imported  into  Canada  shall  be  certified  in  writini; 
!i8  correct  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  selling  or  consigning  the  goods,  lunl 
shall  truly  show  the  whole  and  actual  value  of  the  goods  in  the  currency  of  tin 
country  whence  the  gcjodshave  been  exported  directly  to  Canada,  and  the  (luiintit > 
and  description  of  such  goods,  and  the  marks  und  numbers  on  the  package!^,  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  indicate  truly  the  tiuantities  and  values  of  the  articles  com 
p:ised  in  each  exportation  package,  all  of  which  packages  bhall  be  legibly  niaikc  I 
and  numbered  on  the  outside  when  of  such  a  character  as  to  cr.ablt-  such  niaiK- 
and  numbers  to  be  placed  thereon. 

2.  If  ii. voices  are  made  out  at  lower  prices  for  goods  expoited  directly  U' 
Canada  than  the  fair  market  value  at  the  same  time  and  place  for  smh  good- 
when  sold  for  home  consum|>tion  in  the  country  whence  so  exported,  in  all  smti 
cases  the  invoices  are  also  to  show  clearly,  in  a  special  column,  or  by  an  addition 
thereto,  such  fair  market  value,  as  aforebaid,  for  the  goods  describea  therein. 

Exporters  will  note  particularly  that  a  separate  invoice  must  be  furnished  fm 
goods  entitled  to  entry  under  the  Preferential  Tariff  and  that  tlic  certificatt  > 
re(|uired  must  be  written,  printed  or  stamped  on  the  invoice,  and  also  that  thi 
Preferential  Tariff  does  not  apply  to  any  of  the  following  articles,  viz.  :  wines, 
malt  li(|nors,  spirits,  spirituous  li(|Uors,  li(|uid  medicines  and  articles  containini; 
alcohol  ;  tobacco,  cigars  and  cigaiettes. 

Exporters  are  required  to  mark  distinctly  in  writiiiffoti  all  involtu-n  o/.siukh.-^ 
exported  to  Canad"  that  the  ntujars  described  therein  are  either  raw  (//•  kkkinkh 
in  every  cane,  er  for  entiy   under  the   Preferential  Tariff  or  under  tif 

General  Tarijff'.

HEGULVTIONS  FOR    THE    ENTRY   OF  GOODS    UNDER   THE    HRITHII 
PREFERENTIAL  TARIFF  OF   CANADA. 

Approved  by  Order  in  Council,  Ihth  July,  7s'.''s'. 

1.  A  separate  invoice  of  articles  entiled  to  oiitry  under  the  Hritish  Prefer 
ential  Tariff  of  Canada,  upon  the  face  or  back  of  which  there  shall  be  wiittin, 
printed  or  stamped  a  certificate  of  growth,  produce  or  nia;iufa(>ture,  in  such  <i 
the  forms  (to  be  had  of  the  Customs  Department)  shall  be  produced  and  ib  livcnii 
to  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  the  Port  of  Entry  in  Canada,  before  entr.\  of  siu  h 
art  cles  under  the  said  Preferential  Tariff  shall  be  allowed  ;  such  certificate  shall 
be  made  and  signed  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say  : 

(a.)  If  the  exporter  be  an  individual,  either  he  or  his  manager,  chief  clerk  or 
other  principal  official,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  to  be  certified  to,  shall  make 
and  sign  the  certificate. 

(b.)  If  the  exporter  be  a  firm  or  corporatioti  the  certificate  shill  be  made  and 
figned  by  a  partner,  manager,  director,  chief  clerk  or  other  principal  official  ot 
such  firm  or  corporation,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  cei titled  to. 

2.  In  the  case  of  entry  of  refined  sugars  under  the  said  Picferential  Tariff,  in 
aildition  to  th;  ceriiflcate  of  growth,  produce  or  manufacture,  to  be  written, 
printed  or  st imped  on  the  invoice  referred  to  in  the  first  paragrajtb  above,  then 
shall  be  attached  to  the  invoice  a  certificate  of  the  relincr  o'  the  sugar  iis  to  tin 
growth  and  refiningof  thesame,  in  the  form  marked  "  11,"  .set  forth  and  prcscrilxd 
in  the  .Schedule  of  Forms  hereto  attached,  before  entry  under  the  said  tariff  shall 
be  alli)vved. 

3.  The  certitic;»*e  of  growth,  produce  or  nianufac+uiv  hereinbefore  prcecribeil 
will  be  waived  in  t..e  case  of  postal  packages  not  cicceding  $'2S  in  value  when 
for  entry  under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff,  if  the  contents  of  such  pack!if;e? 
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arc    not   iiirrchandhr    for  xale 


providod,  howevur,  th\t  Hiieh  pat-kafrt'  shall 
have  ondoi-Hod  on  tlium  a  oertiricafce  in  tho  form  inirked  "  II,"  set  forth  and  \^\v- 
scrdieil  in  the  Sehediile  of  forms  attached  hereto,  wiilch  eertideate  shall  he  sii^iied 
in  the  presence  of  a  postal  otlii-er  of  the  country  whence  the  packa^'e  was  shii>ped 
direct  to  Canada. 


FRANCO  CANADIAN    TREATY. 

The    Franco  Ciinndiaii  Tieaty  went  into  force  on  iho   Ittli  Octobe 
1895. 

It  provides  that  tho  advantijjos  graiitcil  ro  Franco.  Alj^eiia,  and 
the  Fiencli  Colonics,  shall  b3  extended  to  (ire  it  Britain,  to  tlie  sovetal 
British  colonies  and  possos-iions,  as  also  to  the  followinj;  foroii;n  coun- 
tries with  respect  to  their  comtncrco  with  Canada,  provided  that  satis- 
fac^,ory  proof  of  the  origin  of  the  article  imported  is  given  to  Collectors 
at  the  tinie  of  entry,  viz.: 

Argentine,  Austria  llungary,  F.ol^ium.  lidivin,  Oliili,  Columbia, 
t/osta  Kica,  Germany  (Zollverein,  Muscat,  Norway,  and  Sweden,  Russia, 
Salvador,  and  Spain. 

The  following  are  the  articles  mentioned  in  the  Treaty,  with  their 
respective  duties,  viz.: —

On  value  of  package 20  per  cent  ad  valorer.\. 

The  following  articles,  of  Canadian  origiii,  and  exported  direct  from 
Canada,  acconipmied  by  certificates  of  origin,  shall  receive  the  advan 
t  ige  of  tho  minimum  tariff  on  entering  France,  Algeria,  or  t!io  French 
colonies  :  — 

Canned  m^ats;  condensed  milk,  pare  ;  fresh  water  fish,  eels;  fisli 
preserved  in  their  natural  form  ;  lobsters  and  crayfish  preserved  in 
their  natural  form  ;  apples  and  pears,  fresh,  dried  or  pressed  ;  fruits 
preserved,  others  ;  building  timber  in  rough  or  sawn,  wooil  pavement, 
stives,  wood  pulp  (cellulose)  ;  extract  of  chestnut,  and  other  tanning 
extracts  ;  common  paper,  machine  made  ;  prepared  skins,  oMiers  whole  ; 
boots  and  shoes  ;  furniture,  in  common  wood  ;  furniture  other  tlian 
chairs  of  solid  wood,  common  ;  flooring  in  pine  of  soft  wood,  and 
wooden  sea-going  ships. 

It  is  understoocl  that  the  advantage  of  any  reduction  of  duty 
gi anted  to  any  other  power  on  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  above, 
shall  be  extended  fully  to  Canada.

Customs  Act,  Section  r)S.  Whenever  any  duty  ad  ralorem  is  imposed 
on  any  goods  imported  into  Canada,  the  value  for  duty  shall  he  fair 
market  value  thereof,  when  sold  for  home  consumption,  in  the  i)rincijtiil 
markets  of  the  country  whence  and  at  the  time  when  the  same  were 
exported  directly  to  Canada.     40  V.,  c.  12,  s.  OS. 

Customs  Act,  Section  5!).  Such  market  value  shall  be  the  fair 
market  value  of  such  goods  in  the  usunl  and  ordinary  commercial  accept 
ation  of  the  term,  at  the  usual  and  ordinary  credit,  and  not  the  ciisli 
value  of  such  goods,  except  in  case3  in  which  tha  article  imported  is,  by 
universal  usige,  considciod  and  known  to  b3  a  cash  article,  and  so  bona 
fide  paid  for  in  all  transictions  in  relation  to  such  article;  and  all 
invoices  repr<isenting  cash  values,  except  in  the  special  cases  herein 
referred  to,  shall  be  subject  to  such  addition  as  to  the  collector  or 
appraiser  of  the  port  at  which  tliey  are  presented  appear  just  and 
reasonable,  to  bring  up  the  amount  to  the  true  and  fair  market  value, 
as  required  by  this  section.     40  V,,  c.  12,  s.  G!>. 

VALUE   FOR   nUTV   UNDER  SPECIAL   CONOITIONS. 

Customs  Act,  Section  (54.  The  fair  market  value  of  goods  shall  bo 
taken  to  include  the  amount  of  any  drawback  wh.ich  has  been  allowed  j 
by  the  Government  of  any  other  country,  also  the  amount  of  consider  a 
tion  or  money  value  of  any  special  arrangements  between  the  exporter! 
and  the  importer  or  between  any  persons  interested  therein  because  of 
the  exi)ortation  or  intended  export ition  of  such  goods,  or  the  right  to 
territorial  limits  for  the  sale  or  use  thereof,  and  also  the  amount  or 
money  value  of  any  ?o-cilled  royalty,  rent  <ir  charge  for  use  of  any 
macbiae  or  goo  Is  of  any  description,  which  the  seller  or  proprietor  does 
or  would  usually  charge  thereon  when  the  same  are  sold  or  leased  or 
rented  in  the  country  whence  they  have  been  exported  to  Canada. 
When  the  amount  of  such  drawback,  consideration,  money  value,  royalty, 
rent  or  charge  for  use  has  been  deductel  from  the  value  of  such  goods,

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2.  Whenever  goods  are  imported  into  (Canada  nnder  such  circum 
stances  or  conditions  as  to  render  it  difficult  to  determine  the  value 
thereof  for  duty,  either  because  such  goods  are  not  sold  for  use  or  con- 
sumption in  the  country  of  production,  -or  because  a  lease  of  such  goods 
or  the  right  of  using  the  same  is  sold  or  given,  but  not  the  right  of 
Ijroperty  therein,  or  beciuse  such  goods  having  a  royalty  imposed 
thereon,  tlie  royalty  is  uncertain  or  is  not.  from  other  causes,  a  reliable 
means  of  estimating  the  value  of  the  goods  or  because  such  poods  are 
usually  or  exclusively  sold  by  or  to  agents,  or  by  subscription,  or  are 
sold  or  imported  in  or  under  any  other  unusual  or  peculiar  manner  or 
conditions,  -of  all  which  matters  the  Minister  of  Customs  shall  be  sole 
judge, —the  Minister  of  Customs  may  determine  the  value  for  duty  of 
such  goods  ;  and  the  value  so  determined  shall,  until  otherwise  provided 
be  the  value  upon  which  the  duty  on  such  goods  shall  be  computed  and 
levied.

nUTIABLE  CHARGES. 

Customs  Act,  Section  ()(i.  No  deduction  from  the  value  of  goods 
contained  in  any  invoice  shall  be  allowed  on  account  of  the  assumed 
value  of  any  package  or  packages,  where  no  charge  for  such  package  or 
packages  has  been  made  in  such  invoice  ;  and  where  such  charge  is  made 
the  Customs  officer  shall  see  that  the  charge  is  fair  and  reasonable,  and 
represents  no  more  than  the  original  cost  thereof.     4(5  V.,  c.  12,  s.  72. 

Customs  Act,  Section  H7.  No  deduction  from  the  value  of  goods  in 
any  invoice  shall  be  made  on  account  of  charges  for  packing,  or  for 
straw,  twine,  cord,  paper,  cording,  wiring  or  cutting,  or  for  any  expense 
incurred  oi'  said  to  have  been  incurred  in  the  preparation  and  packing 
of  goods  for  shipment,  and  all  such  charges  and  expenses  shall,  in  all 
cases,  be  included  as  part  of  the  value  for  duty.     46  V,,  c.  12,  s.  73. 

CUSTOMS   REGULATION'S   AS  TO  INVOICES. 

1.  Every  invoice  of  goods  imported  into  Canada  shall  be  certified  in 
writing  as  correct  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  selling  or  consigning 
the  goods,  and  shall  truly  show  the  whole  and  Jvctual  value  of  the  goods 
in  the  currency  of  the  country  whence  the  goods  have  been  exported 
directly  to  Canada,  and  the  quantity  and  description  of  such  goods,  and 
the  marks  and  numbers  on  the  packages,  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
indicate  truly  the  quantities  and  values  of  the  articles  comprised  in  each 
exportation  package,  all  of  which  packages  shall  be  legibly  marked  and 
numbered  on  the  outside  when  of  such  a  character  as  to  enable  such 
marks  and  numbers  to  be  placed  thereon.

A  newspaper  or  periodical  must  ha/e  no  cover  wliich  can  not  easily 
be  withdrawn.  It  must  contain  no  enclosure.  It  must  have  no  writing 
thereon  but  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent, 
or  the  name  of  the  sender.

The  postage  on  printed  books,  pamphlets,  circulars,  occasional  publi- 
cations, etc.,  addressed  to  Canada,  is  1  cent  per  4  oz.  To  the  Unitod 
States,  Newfoundland,  Great  Tritain  and  all  European  countries,  1 
cent  per  2  o/.  The  postage  on  blank  books,  printers'  proof  sheets,  majis, 
prints,  draw'ngs,  engravings,,  lithographs,  phctographs,  sheet  music, 
printed  forms,  entirely  blank,  and  printed  stationary,  etc.,  addressed  to 
Canada  and  the  United  States,  is  1  cent  per  2  oz.  No  package  nui>t 
exceed  in  length  2  feet  by  I  foot  in  width  or  depth.  The  limit  of 
weight  for  Canada,  United  States  and  Great  Britain  is  5  lbs. 

Seeds,  cuttings,  bulbs,  roots  and  scions  or  grafts  can  only  be  sent  to 
the  United  States  as  .5th  class  matter;  when  posted  for  delivery  in 
Canada,  the  postage  is  1  cent  per  t  oz.,  and  the  limit  of  weight  5  lbs. 

Commercial  papers  and  legal  documents  may  be  sent  to  Great 
Britain,  all  European  countrios  and  United  States,  at  .5  cents  for  the 
first  10  oz  ,  and  1  cent  for  every  additional  2  oz  These  papers,  when 
posted  for  delivery  in  Canada,  must  be  prepaid  at  Letter  rates— but 
bank  pass-books,  deeds  and  insurance  policies  may  be  sent  if  prepaid  1 
cent  per  2  oz. 

PATTERNS    AND    SAMI'LES. 

Bona  fide  jiattems  and  sanijilcs  of  ;neichandise,  not  exceeding  *24 
ounces  in  weight,  may  be  sent  to  any  place  in  Canada  at  1  cent  jx-r  4 
ounce<i.  Must  be  put  up  so  as  to  admit  of  inspection.  Goods  sent  in 
execution  of  an  order,  however  small  the  (juanticy  may  be,  or  articles 
sent  by  one  private  individual  to  another,  not  brin;/  actually  Trndp 
Patterns  or  Samples,  are  not  admissable  as  such.  The  limit  of  weight 
to  United  Kingdom  is  5  lbs.,  and  the  limit  of  size  2  ft  in  length  by  1 
in  breadth  or  depth.

O.  for  transmission 
by  Canadian  Tacket.  A  parcel  for  the  United  Kingdom  must 
not  exceed  11  lbs.  in  weifrht,  nor  two  feet  in  length  i)y  1  foot  in 
width  or  depth  The  postage  is  IG  cents  for  the  first  lb.  and  12  cents  for 
each  additional  lb.  or  traction  then-of.  Parcels  can  be  sent  to  all  the 
countries  and  colonies  with  which  the  United  Kingdom  maintains  a 
parcel  jjost.  Information  as  to  the  principal  places,  and  the  rates 
applicable,  cm  be  obtained  at  the  delivery  wicket. 

A  Customs  declaration  form  giving  an  accuirate  statement  of  the 
contents  and  value  of  the  parcel,  etc  ,  must  be  filled  up  by  the  sendet. 
This  form  must  be  aflixed  to  the  parcel.  The  forms  can  be  obtained 
at  the  dolivcry  wicket  of  the  I'ost  Oflice. 

RLCISTKATION. 

Every  article  intended  for  registration  must  he  latuded  in  at  the  Post 
Office,  and  a  receipt  obtained  therefor.  On  no  account  must  it  be 
dropped  into  a  letter  box.  The  registration  fees  on  loiters  to  ])laces  in 
Canada,  Newfoundland,  the  United  States,  Great  Britain  and  all 
European   countries,  is  5   cents. 

All  classes  of  matter  may  be  registered  to  all  destinations  in  Canada 
and  throughout  the  Postal"  Union  ;  and  letters  may  be  registered  to 
most  of  tiie  countries  not  included  in  the  Union.

No  immoral  publication,  and  no  letter  or  pot  card  bearing  injur- 
ious words,  devices,  etc  ,  can  be  forwarded  through  the  mails. 

Letters  containing  gold  or  silver  money,  jewels  or  precious  articles, 
or  anything  liable  to  customs  duties,  cannot  be  forwarded  by  i)ost  to 
any  of  the  Postal  Union  Countries,  except  to  the  United  States.
